The Eyes of Men, and Angels are upon You, and the whole Natign courts You as their 
Tutelarie Spirir. Never was any Action ſo eatte, and ſo Glorious at once, as our Deliverance. 'Tis 
wrought withoutthe hazzard, or expence either of Bload, Tyme,or Treaſure.

Changes are Slow and Dangerous; God 
and Truth, are Invariable; We were well, till We ſhifted,and never ſince; having tried all other Poſtures 
in vain; vere itnot better to attempt That once again, than thus expoſe our (elyes to be Reſtleſs for 
ever ?
